Commonwealth Air Training Plan after its March 31 expira- 
tion date, its succession by a “shadow” scheme of small | 
dimensions and partial demobilization of the RCAF, were} 


announced today by Air Minister Power. 

His announcement came after | 
a report last week that the last 
air crew graduate had gone over- 

seas and that men now in the 
training scheme would complete 
their courses and join those just 
graduated in a civilian reserve. 

The report—borne out by today’s 
announcement—predicted the end 
of the plan March 31 and the cut 

in active personnel, 

Previously, Maj. Power had an- 
nounced discharge of 4,200 air crew 
men waiting to start training, amal- 
gamation of training commanis, a 
cut in the air council and the clos- 
ing down of many stations and 
landing fields.

Brig. J. N. Lane, DSO, 
Killed on West Front

One of Canada’s youngest and most popular military leaders, 


| Brigadier John Napier Lane, 


31, of Edmonton and Halifax, 


was killed by the explosion of two German teller mines under 


| his jeep on November 10th, 


He was buried on Armistice 
Day under a coverlet of white 
flowers and with a white wooden 
cross at his head beside the gate 
to his divisional headquarters 
close to the front, as befitted one 
who was ever close to the fight- | 
ing lines from Sicily on,

artillery, had gone forward to visit 
an advance unit. It was the briga- 
dier’s custom in battle always to be

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Canada’s Prestige 


_. There is no doubt that every member 
of the Canadian House of Commons will 
attend next Wednesday’s hastily summon- 
ed session in full realization that, not only 
Canada’s part in this war, but also the 
security of Canada's fighting men are in 
jeopardy through the immediate need for 
reinforcements overseas. 

Their presence in their constituencies, 
during the past weeks, must have con- 
vinced them that the Canadian people do 
not propose to allow any goverment, any 
party or any public personality, however 
eminent and hitherto deserving, to play 
politics with the repute of Canada and the 
lives of Canada’s fighting forces. 

But there is still another consideration 
in this military and political crisis which is 
also important and may not be overlooked. 

Surely every member and every citizen 
must realize that the hesitancy to employ 
drafted men as reinforcements is making 
Canada look very small in every part of 
the English-speaking world. 

In the post-war world, national prestige 
will matter a great deal. It is inevitable 
that Canada will lose prestige over this un- 
happy affair. Nor will this loss of prestige 
be confined to the nation itself. 

It is true that Canadian fighting forces 
have gained an enviable reputation as one 
of the most gallant, daring and effective 
bodies of fighting men in the world. It 
would be a tragedy to smirch this record 
and cause these magnificent men, after 
their splendid services, to share a reproach 
which will inevitably fall upon Canada un- 
less Ottawa’s reluctance in the matter of 
using draftees overseas is immediately 
rectified. 

No one, not even our finest fighting 
forces, can escape the national ignominy 
inherent in a repudiation of the most 
fundamental postulate of democracy— 
equal rights and privileges, with equal 
responsibilities and sacrifices.

“Paddy” Griffin 

Beloved and respected by thousands, 
William “Paddy” Griffin has departed this 
life at the untimely age of 55 after a not- 
able career of helpfulness and service. 

Paddy Griffin, for many years, was 
welfare officer for the Canadian Legion 
here and, both in this office and out of it, 
devoted himself to the interests of service- 
men and their families with such kindly 
vigor that his life was shortened by it.

A Near Miss 


Retirement of German forces from the 
west bank or the Meuse river in Holland 
and also from the Metz bulge is classed at 
Allied headquarters as being a strategic 
withdrawal, probably indicating a decision 
to fall back all along the line to the Sieg- 
fried defences. The reason suggested for 
the move is a growing shortage of man- 
power in the Reich and a desire to avoid 
costly battles in the open and around ad- 
vanced strong points. If correct, this gives 
Support to the rumors that Hitler has gone 
into retirement, for one reason or another, 
leaving the conduct of operations to mili- 
tary men. 

Another assumption is that the job of 
building defence works beyond the north- 
ern end of the Siegfried line has been fin- 
ished, It was to break through there and 
outflank the Siegfried barrier that British 
paratroops were dropped at Arnhem, Had 
that thrust succeeded, the invasion of 
Germany would now be well under way. 
How nearly it came to succeeding is shown 
by the stubborn resistance put up by the 
enemy along the Meuse, to gain time for 
the building of improvised fortifications in 
the rear, These, it may be supposed, have 
been completed. 

Phis perhaps is what Mr. Churchill was 
thinking about the othe: day when he said 
the fighting on the western front may last 
a “good long time’. Failure of the ‘para- 
troops to the end-run around the 
Siegtried line, and the fierce resistance of 
enemy troops along the Meuse, changed 
the picture of a quick advance into the 
plains of western Germany on the road to 
Berlin,

Others Want Living Space 

When Hitler was stirring up his fol- 
lowers to war fervor his standing claim 
was that Germans needed more “living 
room”, There were too many of them for 
the space they occupied; hence they 
should grab more, chase out or exterminate 


| 
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the occupants of the coveted territory and 
colonize it themselves 

The other side of the case is now being 
presented. Neighboring nations are point- 
ing out that Germany at that time had 
territory which did not rightfully belong 
to it, and has grabbed more in the mean- 
time. They are formulating their demands 
for return of the stolen property, and 
these make up an area about one half of the 
Germany of 1939. 

The Poles of course want the territory 
which Hitler took from them in 1939, 
amounting to half their country. France 
wants Alsace-Lorraine, if not all the land 
lying west of the Rhine. Russia has anti- 
cipated matters by occupying the Nazi- 
seized Baltic states, which were carved 
out of former Russian territory. Holland 
wants a boundary readjustment to its ad- 
vantage, based on _ historic grounds. 
Czechoslovakian authorities are reminding 
the Allies that the Fuehrer took over their 
country intact, and they want it back. 
Austria still remembers Silesia—and de- 
mands it. 

All told these claims amount to 90,000 
square miles. Germany in 1939 comprised 
182,000 square miles. If the claims are all 
granted the “living room” argument will 
back-fire, and much of 1939 Germany go 
to provide living space for the nations 
which once owned Reich war-acquired 
territory.

French troops have occupied the 
17x18 mile state of Andorra, which 


nestles in the mountains between France 
and Spain. “Security reasons” are given 
as the motive. There is probably some con- 
nection between this move and the effort 
that is being made to round up the pre- 
tender to the French throne, who is sup- 
posed to be busying himself in revolution- 
ary activities along the border—perhaps 
with underhand help from Franco. De 
Gaulle in any case is taking no chances on 
what might happen in or to the little border 
state.

Tokyo reports that super-fortresses 
have been cruising around over heavily in- 
dustrialized areas in Japan, without drop- 
ping any bombs. The crews, presumably, 
were looking over the country, taking 
photographs, and finding out where the 
targets most worth bombing are located. 
Claims are not made that Japanese planes 
interfered with the observation tours. 
Their failure to do so was certainly not 
because the information being gathered 
was of minor importance. It may have been 
because interference on former occasions 
has been found to be costly.

Then began the new era, produc-, 
tion per man moved up. It stood at 
$1,418 per worker in 1900. I do not 
need to cover the intermediate span 
of the years. The figures are avail-| 
able in the Canada Year Book for 
anyone who wants to look them up. 
In 1939, the year of the outbreak 
of the war, productiqn had risen to 
$5,280 per worker—quite a differ- 
ence isn’t it? The worker was then 
earning $1,120, this of course is an 
average of all workers. Real earn- 
ings will continue to increase as 
productivity increases—that is the 
basis of high earnings. 

It was the machine which increas- | 
ed production. Without it we would 
still have been producing at the 1900 
level. Capital provided the mach- 
ines. Something was coming to the 
partner who had increased his in- 
vestment, labor did not get all the 
gains which arose from the increas- 
ed volume of production. How much 
did labor get? 

In the production of any fac- 
tory product there are a great 
| many costs which have to be taken 
into account, There is light, fuel, 
power and general expense, inter- 
est maintenance, depreciation, etc., 
then there are the raw materials 
‘which enter into production.

King can’t stop that. McNaughton 
can't stop that. The Liberal party 
or Bloc can't stop it. Quebec can't 
stop it. For if the great mass of the 
Canadian people are forced to 
choose between a cleavage with 
Quebec or letting down our Army 
overseas they will choose to staud 
with the fighting men at the front. 

Thus—while one can argue 
(feebly) that in view of the actual 
facts that now exist, it is better to 
try the McNaughton forlorn hope 
for a month or so—it must be 
obvious that Mr. King and his col- 
leagues have a double responsibili- 
ty. They have chosen to make one 
more attempt to increase the 
switch-overs from zombie ranks to 
the active army. But they must do 
more than that. They must begin 
to prepare Quebec for what will 
absolutely, certainly happen if the 
war lasts into 1945, . 

Instead of preparing Quebec to 
co-operate in applying conscription 
Liberal Cabinet ministers, like Mr, 
St. Laurent, are actually encourag- |

Spastic colitis causes the patient 
to be acutely aware that the large 
intestine is not doing its work in a 


| normal way 
This trouble is a functional dis 
order, that is, a disorder due to a 


derangement of function rather 
than to organic changes, This de 
rangement is considered to result 


from an instability of the nervous 
system, with the main signs of such 
instability being seen in the gastro- 
intestinal tract. 

The typical patient with spastic | 
colitis is intelligent, and is appar- 
ently born with this high-pressure 
nervous system. He is unable to 
stand up well under stress or strain, 
and an increase in his emotional 
load is promptly followed by an in- 
crease in his symptoms 

As a general rule the patient with 
spastic colitis has been on a nerv- 
ous tension, and the physical ex- 
pression of that tension is a tight, | 
rigid contraction of the colon. 

Some of the symptoms seen in| 
this condition are: alternating per- | 
iods of constipation and, diarrhea; | 
excessive secretion of mucus; a 
tired or exhausted feeling; and var- | 
ious symptoms such as sweating of 
the hands, trembling, a sense of | 
pressure within the head, or a} 
twitching of a muscle. The patient | 
may feel vaguely uneasy or anxious. 

The outstanding feature of spastic 
colitis is a spasmodic contraction of | 
the muscular fibers within the wall | 
of some part of the colon. This pro- | 
duces a narrowing of the colon in 
that particular part, causing it to 
become much smaller. An X-ray 
picture of the colon, if taken during | 
one of the crisis periods, will show 
this narrowing of the part very 
plainly, and the affected part will 
be seen as a thin, pencil-like sha- 
dow instead of being normal as to_ 
size. Usually, in long-standing 
cases, this narrowing of one part is 
attended by pouching or balloon- | 


ing of some part of the colon. 
While a spastic contraction is | 
party due to nervous factors, it| 


may be produced by inflammation 
or from the unwise use of cath- 
artics 

As spastic colitis is apparently on 
the increase, many readers will be 
interested in the treatment. This 
phase of the disorder will be dis- | 
cussed in my article tomorrow. 
Watch for it in this newspaper. 

With suitable treatment, the 
symptoms of spastic colitis are gen- 
erally capable of being greatly less- 
ened, thus cutting down on the’ dis- 
| comfort experienced by the patient. 
In many cases, the disorder may be 
completely banished, but a com- 
plete cure is generally not likely 
in all cases, as so much depends 
upon the patient’s willingness to 
try to control his reaction to events 
with cause nervous strain. When | 
the patient is really sincere in his 
effort to make himself over in the 
sense of learning how to remain | 
calm, then a very satisfactory cure | 
may be obtained,
